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Education partnership works 

School and College federation scheme to be expanded 


AN innovative pilot 
where school sixth form¬ 
ers attend a Further Edu¬ 
cation and Higher 
Education college has 
proved such a success, 
there are now plans to 
expand it. 

Forty students from 
The Thomas Hardye 
School in Dorchester 
spend a day each week at 
nearby Kingston Maur- 
ward College combining 
traditional A-levels with 
specialist vocational 
qualifications. 

This “best-of-both- 
worlds” learning was 
launched in September 
and now the two institu¬ 
tions hope to build on 
their partnership by cre¬ 
ating sports academies 
and apprenticeships. 


They have already 
“married” as a soft feder¬ 
ation - the first collabora¬ 
tion of this kind 
nationally between a sec¬ 
ondary school and a 
land-based college. 

A soft federation is a 
formal arrangement 
under the Education Act 
2002 where two or more 
governing bodies share 
elements of governance 
or establish a joint strate¬ 
gic committee with dele¬ 
gated powers. Under 
these arrangements each 
school retains its individ¬ 
ual governing body. 

The aim is to provide 
high quality tailored 
post-16 opportunities for 
youngsters in rural 
Dorset as an alternative 
route into employment 


and/or higher education. 

Casey O’Donnell, 16, 
is taking a Level 3 BTEC 
in Animal Science 
Diploma at the college 


alongside traditional 
qualifications at school. 

“It’s a completely dif¬ 
ferent experience in col¬ 
lege and I’m really 


enjoying it.” 

BTEC Outdoor Adven¬ 
ture Studies student, 17- 
year-old Chris Elson, 
agrees. 


“Before I started doing 
this course I wasn’t sure 
about a career as an out¬ 
door instructor but I’m 
getting a fantastic insight 
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into this profession that I 
now know I want to do 
it.” 

College principal, 
Clare Davison, said: 
“We’re looking at our ex¬ 
isting Football Academy 
to see about basing it at 
the school one day a 
week. 

“We could also create 
academies for rugby and 
hockey in the same way, 
and develop more ap¬ 
prenticeships.” 

Headteacher, Dr Iain 


Melvin, said: “This inno¬ 
vative highly successful 
partnership will continue 
to create new opportuni¬ 
ties for students at 
Thomas Hardye wishing 
to benefit from the col¬ 
lege’s expertise. 

“The school and col¬ 
lege complement each 
other so well. We can 
now provide a full pro¬ 
gramme of courses and 
opportunities for all the 
students attending 
Thomas Hardye.”

■ WHAT is the main function of the church in Up¬ 
lyme? 

To help people encounter God and also to help people 
join in with God’s mission of the world. Our strap-line 
is joining in with the mission of God. God’s got a plan 
for the world he wants us to bless it. He wants us to look 
after it and he wants us to look out for people. So our in¬ 
vitation is for people to join in with that. That underpins 
everything we’re about. And when we get together, we 
sing we chat and we pray. We have fun as well. The 
church is a bunch of people that follow Jesus and are 
joining in with his mission of the world. 

■ DO you welcome everyone and anyone into your 
church? 

Our Sunday gatherings are very family friendly so all are 
welcome and all are valued. It doesn’t matter if you’re 
young or old; able or disabled and it doesn’t matter what 
age, sex, or sexuality. We try and welcome everybody 
and let them know that they are loved by God. As Chris¬ 
tians we mustn’t judge people but love them. There is 
enough judging going on in the world without us joining 
in on the act. 

■ WHAT'S the point of churches in a modern multi¬ 
cultural society? 

Christianity has been in our culture for thousands of 
years. I think there is still a real connection with Chris¬ 
tianity as a lot of people still pray and still believe. But I 
think the church is behind the times with the way things 
are done. In a lot of places, the church has become dis¬ 
connected in the way it does things from culture and has 
become its own sub culture. It’s sad; we should be at the 
fore front as it’s still the largest voluntary organisation. 



■ HOW long have you been involved in beatbox¬ 
ing? 

I’ve been beatboxing since I was eight-years-old. I was 
making drum sounds and doing impersonations before I 
even knew it existed. It’s kind of stuck with me. In the 
1990s, beatboxing was off the radar, so me and a few oth¬ 
ers created a web forum to connect those involved. It 
grew over time and now has over 60,000 registered mem¬ 
bers. We organised the world convention in 2003, which 
was the first time beatboxers all over the world had got 
together. I created the first audio and text tutorials and 
then when the internet got faster, created the world’s first 
video tutorials on how to beatbox. 
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■ ARE you still involved in beat boxing now you're 
a vicar? 

I still get asked to judge the UK championships and I still 
perform fairly regularly. That can be all over the place. 
Getting the whole royalty treatment as a judge is great. 
It’s like I’m the elder statesman of beatboxing even 
though I’m only 39. I’m old for that whole scene. The 
kids coming through now are just amazing. 

■ DO you have any exciting events coming up? 

I have my first public beatboxing performance down here, 
at the Lyme Regis Marine Theatre on the December 9th. 
I’m beatboxing with a good friend of mine, Hobbit. He 
was the finalist this year for beatboxing, so he’s the sec¬ 
ond best in the UK. He’s at the top of the game, and he’s 
mega in demand. There’s going to be some bands playing 
too so it’s going to be a good night. It’s £3.50 for under 
16’s and £5 for adults. 

■ DURING your travels, where was the best place 
you visted? 

New Zealand was really great but I loved the Australian 
outback the most. I avoided the touristy bit as I hitchhiked 
most of the way. I saw all the bits you wouldn’t normally 
see. I loved the peace, the quiet, the warmth, the rock and 
the sand. It was a very barren place but there was some¬ 
thing very special about it. 

■ IF you were stranded on a desert island, what 
three items would you want with you? 

I’d definitely have a bible. No, actually I’d have my lap¬ 
top, because that’s got the bible on it already. I couldn’t 
be prized away from my laptop. I’d also like a micro¬ 
phone and a decent sound system. Then at least they’ll be 
some entertainment. I think I’d add some solar panels to 
power all of it.

Dorchester screenwriter is given a peerage 



LOCAL writer and actor Julian Fel- 
lowes has been appointed to the peerage 
in the latest list released last week and 
will sit on the Conservatives bench in 
the House of Lords. 

The 61-year-old who lives near 
Dorchester, is the creator of the recent, 
much acclaimed ITV hit costume drama 
Downton Abbey, and is among a list of 
54 working peers named. 

He won an Oscar in 2002 for his 
screenwriting of Gosford Park, and also 
wrote the original script for the film 
Young Victoria which was released last 
year. 

He is married to Emma Joy Kitchener 
who is lady-in-waiting to Princess 
Michael of Kent. 

He was at home earlier this week writ¬ 
ing the next series of Downton Abbey 
when he spoke to View from Dorchester 
about his delight at receiving the peer¬ 
age and what role he thought he would 
take in the House of Lords. 

“I was absolutely surprised and 
thrilled,” he said. “It’s a relief now it 
has been announced as it was back at

the beginning of September that I was 
told, but I had to keep it a secret, which 
was a real test of character. 

“It’s terribly flattering and I hope I can 
prove worthy of the title.” 

It is not clear exactly when Mr Fel- 
lowes will take his seat as there are a 
number of stages of etiquette before 
The Queen approves his title, but is not 
likely until the New Year. 

Asked about his role as a peer, Mr Fel- 
lowes said: “I think it is partly to repre¬ 
sent the arts on the Conservative 
benches, which at present has few rep¬ 
resentatives, but I hope that it will allow 
me to highlight some of the different 
causes for which I am interested. 

“For instance I am chairman of Talk¬ 
ing Books for the Blind, and with the 
help of Fabour peer Ford Fowe we may 
be able to move some things forward.” 

Among other organisations Mr Fel- 
lowes is involved with include Age UK 
and the Joseph Weld Hospicecare Trust 
for which he is a vice-president.

Cuts with a 'scalpel not a 
sledgehammer' pleads 
fire authority chairman 


THE CHAIRMAN of Dorset Fire 
Authority, Councillor Chris Bulteel, 
has gone to the top in his bid to blunt 
the sting of fresh cuts to the emer¬ 
gency service grant. 

Councillor Bulteel has appealed to 
Fire Minister, the Right Honourable 
Bob Neill, MP, for due consideration 
of Dorset Fire Service’s financial po¬ 
sition. 

Councillor Bulteel said he hoped 
the government would conduct cuts 
with a “scalpel and not a sledgeham¬ 
mer” as fire chiefs plan for the 25 per 
cent reduction in grant. 


In his letter to the Fire Minister, 
Councillor Bulteel appealed for him 
to consider ‘“...the dire situation 
Dorset Fire and Rescue Service 
(DFRS) now faces as a consequence 
of a 25 per cent reduction in grant,... 
and ironically the perverse impact of 
good local prudent management and 
governance in keeping council tax 
levels and increases below the aver¬ 
age.” 

The letter was sent, following a 
meeting between the minister, chair¬ 
man, Chief Fire Officer and Dorset 
MPs earlier last week where the risks 


facing Dorset’s fire and rescue serv¬ 
ice were highlighted. 

Councillor Bulteel’s letter ended: 
“We are a responsible and well per¬ 
forming authority and service and 
will do our part to make savings. It is 
therefore imperative that the Govern¬ 
ment’s strategy of apportioning grant 
reductions amongst fire and rescue 
services is conducted with a scalpel 
and not a sledgehammer and that due 
regard is given to the current cost 
level on which fire and rescue serv¬ 
ices operate, including of course 
their cost effectiveness and perform¬ 
ance.”

Dorchester based Magna was among the first to con¬ 
gratulate Prince Charles when Prince William’s en¬ 
gagement was announced last Tuesday. 

Magna Careline representatives were able to pass on 
their good wishes at a special reception with HRH at 
Poundbury. 

Honorary president Leslie Phillips introduced 
Magna Careline chairman John Strangwick, director 
Ray Ardrey, general manager Tanya Grant and opera¬ 
tions manager Emma Jones to the Prince, who also 


met representatives of the First Dorset Credit Union. 

He was accompanied by dignitaries from Brunei and 
the Mayor of Atlanta who were taken on a tour of the 
Prince’s development in Dorchester. 

Said Tanya: “We had just heard about the engage¬ 
ment so we were able to congratulate the Prince. He 
said ‘it’s about time really, they been practising long 
enough’. 

“He was very charming. We were able to tell him 
about how telecare enables people to stay independ¬ 
ently in their own homes. He was also interested in 
the services we provide for lone workers and witness 


protection.” 

Magna Careline moved into new offices at Pound¬ 
bury earlier this year and this week received the latest 
accreditation from the Telecare Services Association 
at its conference in London. 

Magna Careline is a telecare monitoring service used 
by thousands of people across Dorset and beyond, to 
Plymouth in the west, West Sussex to the east and 
Wolverhampton to the north. 

As well as helping people to retain their independ¬ 
ence in their own homes, the service also handles calls 
for commercial customers to provide business conti¬ 
nuity 24 hours a day and offer protection for lone 
workers. 

A group of volunteers from the First Dorset Credit 
Union were also invited to meet the Prince of Wales 
in Dorchester, the day that the royal engagement was 
announced between Prince William and Kate Middle- 
ton. 

The meeting had been arranged to mark the success 
of the First Dorset Credit Union during their first 10 
years, and to acknowledge the great strides made by 
its volunteers since starting up in 1999. 

Prince Charles was very interested to hear of the 
work of the credit unions, and of the extortionate rates 
of interest imposed by doorstep lenders although com¬ 
pletely legal at the moment. 

He heard about the work being carried out by the 
First Dorset Credit Union to combat doorstep lenders 
by providing low cost loans to its members. 

He was impressed by the amount of money currently 
on loan to members, £550,000, and the payout of 
Christmas Club accounts due at the end of November, 
a record £35,000. 

And he laughed when told the First Dorset Credit 
Union make a high proportion of loans for weddings, 
exclaiming that he knew where to come if he needed 
support next year. 

He also spoke of his admiration for the work carried 
out by the volunteers and wished them well for the fu¬ 
ture.

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Life isn't a dress rehearsal 


PROFESSIONALLY 
Trish Symon has lived the 
life that many of the young 
people she works with 
dream of. However, her 
success didn’t come with¬ 
out sacrifice and it was a 
road of immeasurable 
highs and tragic lows. 

Having lost both her 
mother and younger sister 
to the terminal hereditary 
illness Huntington’s dis¬ 
ease, Trish soldiered on 
constantly moving forward 
in fear of the life sentence 
that she had a 50/50 
chance of inheriting. 

“I always thought of my¬ 
self a bit like ‘Road Run¬ 
ner’, with Huntington’s 
disease as the big ugly 
monster trying to catch 
me,” said Trish. 

“I was going hell for 
leather into life and noth¬ 
ing was going to stop me. 
I’m not a particularly shy 
person at the best of times 
but this made me deter¬ 
mined to take every oppor¬ 
tunity I could find and I 
think that probably drove 
me more than my contem¬ 
poraries.” 

Trish’s father mysteri¬ 
ously disappeared in 1958, 
listed as “missing, pre¬ 
sumed dead”, leaving her 
increasingly ill mother and 
elderly grandmother to

raise Trish and her sister. 

“It has left me thinking 
that people shouldn’t 
waste their talent,” she 
said. “There’s no dress re¬ 
hearsal you’ve got to do it 
now because you don’t get 
a second chance and you 
don’t know what’s round 
the corner, so enjoy it.” 

Raised in Aberdeen in 
the early 50 s, Trish played 
her first role as a munchkin 
in a stage production of 
“The Wizard of Oz” aged 
four. 

Trish was first recog¬ 
nised for her “sweet so¬ 
prano voice” at age seven, 
when she played Eliza 
Doolittle in “My Lair 
Lady”. 

Not only gifted musi¬ 
cally, Trish was also 
blessed academically and 
finished secondary school 


two years ahead of her 
peers. 

This left Trish with a 
choice at 16 to train as a 
music teacher, a cookery 
teacher or to chase her 
dream of performing by 
studying for a performer’s 
diploma in Glasgow. 

“My mum never said 
don’t do it and till this day 
I thank her for that,” she 
said. 

“She must have had her 
reservations, I was so 
young, going 300 miles 
away and living in digs but 
she never said no. 

“She came with me to 
the interview and some¬ 
how arranged to pay all 
fees. I worked part time 
throughout to help with 
costs.” 

At 19 Trish had gradu¬ 
ated from Glasgow with 
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two diplomas in perform¬ 
ing and in teaching, the 
equivalent of two degrees. 

On the advice of her 
singing teacher she applied 
for a scholarship in Italy 
working with the vocal 
coach of La Scala, Milan. 
Despite the language bar¬ 
rier they bonded over their 
mutual love of music and 
Trish returned to the UK a 
year later and joined the 
Scottish Opera. 

When the Scottish Opera 
faced financial ruin a year 
later she joined a friend in 
London and promptly 
landed a principal role in 
“The King’s Rhapsody”, 
with Russell Grant, shortly 
followed by a pantomime 
run playing “Cinderella”. 

Having realised it was 
the fun of performance as 
much as the art of singing 
she enjoyed, Trish applied 
for the English National 
Opera, The Royal Opera 
House and a role in “Gone 
with the Wind” at The 
Drury Lane theatre. 

Trish auditioned for all 
three on the same day and 
was offered an immediate 
five-year contract as cho¬ 
rister and junior principle 
with the Royal Opera 
House, where she spent the 
next 26 years. 

It was after landing this 
contract that Trish, now 
married, discovered her 
mum’s illness. Her mum 
eventually spent ten years 
in hospital before dying at 
the age of 61. Her sister 
developed the illness even 
earlier in life and sadly 
died by suicide at the age 
of 36. 

As well as trying to es¬ 
tablish herself at the opera 
house Trish regularly flew 
back to Aberdeen to care 
for her mum and sister, 
and to make matters worse 
Trish was also suffering 
regular abuse at the hands 
of her violent husband. 

Despite the tragedy in 
her private life Trish loved 
her new role with the 
opera house, working with 
the likes of Luciano 
Pavarotti, Placido 

Domingo and Kiri Te 
Kanawa. 

Trish recalls one event 
which cemented her love 


in opera. 

“I remember touring 
America for the first time 
with an opera called Tu- 
randot,” she said. “A 
Welsh singer called Dame 
Gwyneth Jones was play¬ 
ing the lead and she stood 
up and sang the big aria in 



rehearsal and everyone 
just gasped because it just 
made the hair stand on 
end. It was like pinging 
crystal, just one of those 
magical sounds. On open¬ 
ing night we did 30 curtain 
calls and there was a 
standing ovation for 25 
minutes, it was just a huge 
success. 

“None of us forgot it, 
that was the pinnacle mo¬ 
ment when you think I’m 
so pleased I’m part of this. 
It makes you feel alive. 
It’s a very satisfying art 
form to sing, you give of 
yourself and when it’s 
done properly the audi¬ 
ence know it’s something 
special and they give you 
the accolade which makes 
you want to do it again 
and again.” 

After separating from 
her first husband after 
seven years of abuse, 
Trish met Kenny and re¬ 
married in 1978. Despite 
trying to put him off, fear¬ 
ing the potential fate that 
hung over her, he persisted 
saying: “I accept you as 
you are, you won’t get it 
and we will have a normal 
life’, “he has been an ab¬ 
solute rock,” said Trish. 

This year, aged 61, on 
hearing her eldest nephew, 
36, has now tested posi¬ 
tive with Huntingdon’s 
disease, Trish decided to 
take the predictive test and 
was told it was negative, 
meaning neither she nor 
her son and daughter will 
develop it, 38 years after 
her mother was diagnosed. 

Her love for Kenny was 
so strong that she even 
turned down advances 
from one of the world’s 
biggest opera stars, known 
to her as “Plastic 
Domino”. 

“Placido Domingo had 
an eye for the ladies,” said 
Trish. 

“I was about to run on 
from the wings and do my 
solo part, all my col¬ 
leagues were on the stage 
and I’m waiting anxiously 
to go on and then I hear 
this Spanish voice behind 
me saying ‘good morning 


Patricia you are looking 
particularly lovely today’. 

“He said ‘I fly to Ham¬ 
burg tonight, you will 
come with me, we will 
make love and you will 
fly back with me here for 
rehearsal on Monday 
morning, what do you say 
Patricia?’ 

“Unfortunately none of 
us realised that the micro¬ 
phone was on in the 
prompt comer and the en¬ 
tire theatre heard his 
naughty proposition. 
What’s worse I just said 
what popped into my 
head which was ‘I’m ter¬ 
ribly sorry I can’t, I’ve 
got my boyfriend’s 
sausages to cook for his 
tea!” 

When the Royal Opera 
House closed for re-de- 
velopment in 1999 Trish 
began a career in support¬ 
ing work for TV. Among 
her various roles Trish 
has played a bingo hall 
receptionist alongside 
Paul O’Grady, a disbe¬ 
lieving audience member 
in Houdini biopic “Death 
Defying Acts” and even 
Pat Butcher’s body dou¬ 
ble in Eastenders. 

Three years after leav¬ 
ing the opera house 
though Trish returned, 
this time as a professional 
actress, the only former 
singer to return as an ac¬ 
tress in the opera house’s 
famous history, beating 
147 women in her audi¬ 
tion for Franco Zefirelli’s 
production of “I Pagli- 
acci”. 

At around this time 
Trish also began her own 
private vocal coaching 
business. Through her tu¬ 
ition Trish has worked 
with West End stars, X 
Factor contestants and 
“Grease is the Word” fi¬ 
nalist Jennifer Harragay. 

Most recently Trish 
spotted “Camilla Ker- 
slake” on TV, a former 
student who is now man¬ 
aged by Take That’s Gary 
Barlow and recently ap¬ 
pearing in Les Miserables 
at the o2 arena. 

This year Trish moved 


to Loders with plans of 
retiring but after watching 
Bridport Musical Theatre 
Company’s production of 
“Anything Goes” Trish 
soon found herself get¬ 
ting back involved with 
theatre. 

“I was blown away by 
the company,” said Trish. 

“I could see that they 
needed a little bit of tu¬ 
ition but the talent was 
definitely there and I 
thought I would like to be 
involved with this in 
some capacity.” 

After meeting with 
company Director, Dave 
Swaffield, Trish was of¬ 
fered the position of 
Vocal Coach and has 
since worked on “Show- 
stoppers” and “42nd 
Street”. 

Trish is currently work¬ 
ing with the group on 
“Showstoppers 2” as well 
as organising her own 
Christmas show to raise 
money for the group. 

“I wanted to say thank 
you to Loders village 
where I now live and give 
something to the commu¬ 
nity for welcoming us so 
warmly, they have been 
very supportive and help¬ 
ful. 

“A Christmas Cracker” 
will be something a bit 
unusual, as we have a 
swing version of Jingle 
bells, a sing-along 
“Sound of Music”, a ri¬ 
otous version of good 
King Wenceslas, quiz and 
raffle prizes plus refresh¬ 
ments afterwards.

Hub charity needs volunteers 

THE Hub is a day centre in Dorchester for people who 
are homeless or have been recently housed after living 
on the streets. 

Run by Bournemouth Churches Housing Association, 
it is open five days a week, and there are now plans to 
expand all it has to offer. 

It is hoped that constructive activity will be provided 
three days a week for Hub clients who sign up to a gen¬ 
uine commitment to working on their problems and 
filling in the gaps in their experience. 

The aim is to help them move on from being reliant 
on the help of others to being fully independent. 

The Hub will, however, remain an open house for 
those who are still sleeping rough and for those whose 
health problems make total independence very un¬ 
likely. 

Although there is always trained paid staff on duty, a 
strong volunteer team is essential to keep the Hub run¬ 
ning smoothly from day to day. 

Their work pattern is changing, and a range of varied 
skills are required. People are needed to support clients 
by cooking, shopping and cleaning in the Hub. 

Clients require help filling in forms and accessing 
benefits, and also in developing their self confidence 
and ability to carry out a whole range of tasks. 

People are needed to work on practical tasks with 
clients to encourage constructive use of their time, and 
to help them recognise what independence skills they 
need and support them in developing these. The paid 
staff also requires assistance in the administrative work 
of the Hub. 

Bournemouth Churches Housing Association runs 
excellent training opportunities and support for volun¬ 
teers along with a professional application and induc¬ 
tion system.

Poetry for Pleasure by Frank McGarry 


IN October I wrote about the work of Ameri¬ 
can novelist and feminist, Marge Piercy. But 
there wasn't space to include one of her 
poems in full so I would like to rectify that this 
week. The poem is about the memories con¬ 
tained in her mother's button tin.The practice 
of keeping a jar of assorted old buttons is 
probably dying out in our modern 'throw¬ 
away'world. But, as a child, whenever I lost a 
button, my mother would always find some¬ 
thing similar to replace it with from our but¬ 
ton jar. 

UNBUTTONING 

The buttons lie jumbled in a tin 
that once held lapsang souchong 
tea from China, smoky as the smell 
from a wood stove in the country, 
leaves opening to flavor and fate. 

As I turn buttons over, they sound 
Like strange money being counted 
toward a purchase as I point 
dumbly in a foreign bazaar, 
coins pittering from my hand. 

Buttons are told with the fingers 
like worry beads as I search 
the trove for something small 
and red to fill the missing 
slot on a blouse placket. 

I carried them from my mother's 
sewing table, a wise legacy 
not only practical but better 


able than fading snapshots 
to conjure buried seasons. 
Button stamped with an anchor 
means my late grade-school pea coat. 
Button in the form of a white 
Daisy from a sky blue dress 
she wore, splashed with that flower, 
rouses her face like a rosy dahlia 
bent over me petaled with curls. 

O sunflower hungry for joy 
who turned her face through the years 
bleak, withered, still yearning. 

The tea was a present I brought 
her from New York where she 
had never gone and never would. 
This mauve nub's from a dress 
once drenched in her blood; 

This from a coral dress she wore 
the day she taught me that word, 
summer '4 7, in Florida: 

"Watch the clipper ships take off 
for Europe. Soon war will come to us. 
"They will not rise so peacefully 
for years. Over there they're 
killing us and nobody cares. 
Remember always. Coral is built 
of bodies of the dead piled up." 
Buttons are useful little monuments. 
They fasten and keep decently 
shut and warm. They also open. 
Rattling in my hand, they're shells 


left by vanished flesh. 

IN her My Mother's Body collection, Piercy 
gives us a group of six poems about what she 
describes as underrated pleasures. This is her 
number one. 

FOLDING SHEETS 

They must be clean. 

There ought to be two of you 
to talk as you work, your 
eyes and hands meeting. 

They can be crisp, a little rough 
and fragrant from the line; 

or hot from the dryer 
as from an oven. A silver 
grey kitten with amber 
eyes to dart among 
the sheets and wrestle and leap out 
helps. But mostly pleasure 
lies in the clean linen 
slapping into shape. 

Whenever I fold a fitted sheet 
making the moves that are like 
closing doors, I feel my mother. 

The smell of clean laundry is hers.

Buckler drought continues 


IT IS now more than a month since Bob 
Buckler's stable had a winner but the 
trainer is optimistic it will soon change 
writes Stuart Broom. 

"Every stable goes through lean peri¬ 
ods. There's nothing that you can partic¬ 
ularly put your finger on that's the cause, 
and you have to work through it. 

We've had a great run for a couple of 
seasons or so, only interrupted by a pe¬ 
riod when a virus swept through the 
yard, it will come back. 

"A lot of our horses have gone up in 
handicap which obviously makes it more 
difficult to win races, whilst we've had the 
odd bit of bad luck, and of course horses 
and trainer are like anyone; they have 
their off days. 

"But this is part of the magic of training 
horses, to bring out the best in them. 

A good example of bad luck and char¬ 
acter was Double Dizzy in the Grand 
Sefton Handicap Chaseoverthe National 
course at Aintree on Sunday. 

"He is a horse that likes to lead and look 
after himself. He had a rough time in his 
prep race at Sandown a couple of weeks 
ago where he was knocked into, so it was 
essential to get him out front. 

Unfortunately he broke the tapes and 
whilst he was up towards the front run¬ 
ners after the restart he was a bit reluc¬ 
tant. 

I think he has fallen out of love with it at 
the moment and so we will send him 
hunting for a while to sweeten him." 


Buckler put his hands up to the poor 
showing of The Sawyer in the Paddy 
Power Gold Cup Chase at Cheltenham 
the previous weekend. 

"I think his prep race at Exeter two 
weeks earlier took more out of him than 
I expected; it was over a slightly shorter 
trip but it was a fast run race. 

Although he didn't show it at home, but 
as result he was a bit flat at Cheltenham. 
He has run in races much closer together, 
sometimes only a few days, and been 
successful, but maybe the error was this 
was his first run of the season." 

Ethiopia jumped immaculately in a 
good race at Plumpton where he was 
conceding almost two stone to two of 
the four runners, until the last where he 
got in too close and unseated Nathan 
Sweeney, whilst a loose horse running 
across him put paid to Cullahill's chances 
at Fontwell. 

Tiger Breeze found the ground at Ex¬ 
eter much too soft for him and running 
too freely early on eventually ran out of 
puff, but shower good signs of improve¬ 
ment for the future on firmer ground. 

On the positive side, Ballyegan ran a 
super race in finishing second in a 2 Vi 
mile hurdle race at Fontwell. Coming 
from the back of the field he raced 
through to finish eight lengths down on 
the winner. 

"He showed improved form and will 
stay further, and should run off his hand¬ 
icap," said Buckler.

THE visitors faced the slight breeze in the first- 
half and really could not have got off to a bet¬ 
ter start. Weymouth received the initial drop 
out, infringed and conceded a penalty.

"We looked at the possibility of 
changing our formation to counter 
it, but in the end decided to play our 
own game and rely on our ability to 
press them high up the pitch and 
break them up, and it worked a 


treat. 

"They had one clear cut chance 
which Simon Evan's dealt well with, 
and although they put us under 
some pressure particularly in the 
first-half, the lads, particularly the 


likes of Gary Bowles and Nathan 
Walker, put themselves on the line 
time and time again, and our will¬ 
ingness to compete was what car¬ 
ried us through. 

"It was a phenomenal effort; the 


lads are very fit. They all do things 
off their own back to improve their 
fitness and that has stood us in 
good stead." 

Vickers confirmed there were no 
injuries following Saturday's game.
